GOULD’S WIFE TO 
SUE FOR DIVORCE 


Actress Who Married Howard 
Has Papers Drawn Charg- 
ing Desertion, Cruelty, 

and Nonsupport. _ 


SOCIETY GETS A SHOCK. 


“Knowing Ones“ Who Asserted 
Domestic Peace Was Near 
Are Rudely Awakened to 
Their Error. 


New York, May 12.—[Special.}—Despite the 
oft repeated assurances by the “ knowing 
ones in New York society that Howard 
Gould and his actress wife would be recon- 
elled in their marital woes, it was learned 
tonight on good authority that Mra. Gould, 
who formerly was Katherine Clemmons, is 
about to begin action for a limited divorce. 

The papers have been drawn and will be 
filed early this week, and her husband will be 
charged in them with desertion, nonsupport, 
and cruelty. 

While this action may be a surprise to the 
society set it is not to the intimate friends 
of the former actress and present mistress 
of the Gould mansion at Port Washington, 
L. L Ten months ago there came an es- 
trangement between Mrs. Gould and her hus- 


band. They have seen each other only a few |. 


times since and on those occasions the inter- 
views are said to have been brief. 


Calls Howard Poor Provider. 

Mrs. Gould, through one of her friends, said 
last night that her husand hdd not contrib- 
uted to her support since last September. 
They parted in July last year. 

According to Mrs. Gould’s friend the idea of 
trying to seek a limited divorce from Mr. 
Gould has been the result of long deliberation 
in which many efforts have been made to in- 
duce him to eet a certain income aside for the 
use of his wife in his lifetime. This request. 
according: to Mrs. Gould’s friend, always was 
refused. 

Mrs. Gould has been in frequent consulta- 
tions with her attorney, Clarence J. Shearn, 
regarding the best course for her to pursue 
since the separation. 
tion to bring matters to a head came three 
weeks ago, when William Hawley threatened 
to sue Howard Gould for $250,000 which 
Hawley alleged was due him in payment for 


‘the work of having Mrs. Gould shadowed by 


detectives and in other ways trying to get 
together material on which Mr. Gould could 
sue for divorce. Hawley asserted that Mr. 
Gould had employed him for that purpose 
and that he had offered certain other evi- 
dence to Mr. Gould.

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Gould's. triend yesterday. “ For many 
months Mrs. Gould had been followed by 
detectives in the employ of Hawley. Some- 
times the detectives posed as coachmen, 
sometimes as footmen and other servants.” 

Always she was under the watchful eyes of 
the hirelings of Hawley. The idea was to 
get material upon which Mr. Gould could take 
action to free himself from his wife, but the 
effort falled.“ 

It now comes out that Mrs. Gould has also 
had several detectives at work. The result 
of this effort in the last few months will ap- 
pear in the papers which are soon to be filed. 

When Mr. and Mrs. Gould parted last July 
Mrs. Gould went to live at the Hotel St. 
Regis. She and her husband had often 
lived there together in the winter. Mr. 
Gould instead of following her went to the 
Waldorf-Astoria, where he has been living 
since. He has never called at the St. Regis 
to see his wife, according to the employés 
there. 

The public is familiar with the stories of 
dissension in the household of Howard Gould, 
but while talk of a divorce suit has often been 
heard, members of New York society who 
professed to know denied that legal separa- 
tion was planned. 

The last break between the couple occurred 
last October, when they returned from an 
extended yachting cruise. At that time 
neither would discuss their intentions with 
respect to a divorce. 

The causes of the disputes of the Goulds 
have been many, but the one which probably 
attracted greatest attention was the alleged 
discourtesy of Mrs. Gould to the architect 
who designed the Castle Gould improvements. 
It was said she deliberately: insulted him. 
He demanded payment of his fee and release 
from his contract. This was refused, and he 
sued Howard Gould, obtaining judgment for 
$60,000. 

Marriage Was Displeasing. 

The Goulds were married in January, 1888, 
in the Holland house, where Miss Clemmons 
had been residing. Under the provisions of 
the will of Jay Gould ason or daughter whose 
marriage was displeasing to the other mem- 
bers of the family might be deprived of his 
or her share in the estate; but, although his 
marriage did not meet their approval, the 
kin of Howard Gould did not enforce the 
clause against him. 

Mrs. Gould's sister, Miss Elia Clemons, 
married a Chinaman named Sun Yue in ac- 
cordance with Celestial rites. 


NINETY BURNED TO DEATH

JOY FOR THE TBACHERS 


NEW PENSION LAWS PLEASE THE 
CHICAGO INSTRUCTORS. — 


All Factions Agree in Approval ‘of 


Measures Passed by Legislature 
Which Provide for Comfortable Old 
Age of Those Who Give Twenty-five 
Years of Service to the Public 
Schoole—Scale of Assessments Is 
Declared Equitable. 


Chicago's public school teachers were jubi- 
lant yesterday over the passage by the gen- 
eral assembly of both the teachers’ pension 
bill, which completely reorganizes the sys- 
tem of pensioning teachers, and the pension 
revenue bill. 

The bills were drafted by a teachers’ pen- 
sion convention, in which were represented 
all the different factions in the teaching 
force. Mee he | : 5 ete 

“The two measures, taken together, pro- 
vide an adequate pension law,“ said John T. 
Ray, president of the pension’ convention. 
“One establishes the system of granting 
pensions and the other provides funds, which, 
added to the assessment levied from teach- 
ers, will be enough to give every retiring 
teacher an adequate living pension. Under 
the old system men who had been in the 
service of the schools for fifty years received 
pensions amounting to less than $2004 year.“ 


Miss Kilbourn Well Pleased. 


Miss. Loule L. Kilbourn, chairman of the 
legislative committee of the pension con- 
vention, ald: : 2 

The passage of the two bills means that, 
after twenty-five years of faithful service, 
teachers will feel that they do not face 
starvation—that they will not become a bur- 
den upon their friends and families. The 
revenue bill, which provides that the interest 
on the school fund shall go to the pension 
fund, together with the contributions of the 
teachers, will give enough money to the 
trustees of the fund to enable them to pay 
the maximum pension of $400 to retiring 
teachers for some time.“ | 

The maximum pension provided for teach- 
ers of every class is $400. The assessments 
levied upon the teacher tncreasés as her 
term of service increases.

esl politicians are of the opinion that 
the legislature passed a law more favorable 
to Chicago than it suspected. It is pointed 
out that under the powers conferred the 
charter may be amended by a vote of the 
people without going to the legislature. In 
this way, it is declared, it will be possible to 
cure whatever defects the down state poli- 
ticians left in the law. As an example it is 
already proposed that direct primary elec- 
tions be secured by amending the primary 
section of the charter, which provides only 
for the present local primary. 


Foreman and Merriam Pleased. 


The first contingent of the charter backers 
to reach the city from the capital were Ald. 
Foreman, Prof. Ernst Freund, Prof. Charles 
E. Merriam, and Attorney Frank Sheppard. 
They arrived early in the afternoon on the 
Alton, having left the assembly immediately 
after the passage of the charter at 4 a. m. 
Despite lack of sleep, Ald. Foreman and 
Prof. Merriam were chuckling like a pair of 
schoolboys. The university profeseor de- 
clared the result all that could be desired. 

“It's a great charter,“ said Ald. Foreman, 
who, as chairman of the charter convention, 
had been at the helm of the drafting of the 
law for a year and a half. It Ils a great step 
in advance. No other city can boast of so 
beneficent a piece of legislation as this will 
be to Chicago. The charter comes out of the 
handa of the legislature practically in the 
shape in which it was sent there by the char- 
ter eonvention. The vitals of the plan were 
not touched and the changes made were for 
the better. 

Benefit to City Explained. 

Under the new law the city will havea 
simple and systematic form of administra- 
tion, saving thousands of dollars to the tax- 
payers in the mere matter of the conduct of 
the business. Then the elimination of the 
tax scaling process will give the city between 
$6,000,000 and §7,000,000 more each year in 
revenue. And, in addition, the city will be 
enabled to issue about $40,000,000 more bonds 
than at present. It will be possible under the 
new charter to build all the bridges required, 
to build sewers, police and fire stations, to 
pave the streets adequately and clean them 
properly, and to do innumerable things now 
found impossible by the mere lack of money. 

The home rule section as it stands in the 
charter gives Chicago home rule on all purely 
local problems of government, and that is all 
we ever wanted. This concession is amply 
protected by the further concession that gen- 
eral legislation in the future will not apply to 
Chicago unless specifically so provided. 
Great advantages in local government will 
also result from the broadening of the police 
power to cover all matters of health, com- 
fort, convenience, etc.”

Inks ILLNESS 18 FATAL. 


FORMER HEAD OF NORTHWEST- 
% ERN RAILWAY IS DEAD. 


Dies After Sickness of Two Weeks at 
His Residence — Closes Career in 
Which He Had Much to Do with 
Building Up Road to Its Present 
Strength — Known as “Self-Made” 
Man—Funeral Will Be Tomorrow 
Afternoon. 


Albert Keep, for many years identified 
with the Chicago and Northwestern railway 
as ite president and chairman of its board of 
directors, died at his residence, 2010 Michi- 
gan avenue, just before midnight Saturday. 
Mrs. Keep and Albert Keep II. were at his 
bedside. Mr. Keep had been ill for two 
weeks. 

Much of the rapid advance in the value of 
the Chicago and Northwestern properties 
during recent years can be traced directly 
to Mr. Keep's administration during the 
twenty-eight years in which he was in posi- 
tions of control over the company’s affairs. 
He was president of the road from 1873 to 
188T and subsequently became chairman of 
the company’s board of directors, retaining 
this office until 1901. He remained a director 
of the road until his death. 


Eighty-one Years Old. 

Mr. Keep, who was 81 years old, was the 
last of a family of nine children. He was 
born in the town of Homer, N. T., of 
Puritan ancestry, and received his educa- 
tion at the village school and at a local 
academy. 

In 1846 Mr. Keep went to Whitewater, 
Wis... where. he became associated in mer- 
cantile. business with Philander Peck and 
Henry Keep, who died ten years ago. This 
enterprise was successful and the young 
men determined to transfer it to Chicago. 
In 1851, therefore, they opened a wholesale 
dry goods store here under the name of Peck, 
Keep & Co. 

In 1856 the activity in Chicago real estate 
attracted Mr. Keep's attention and from this 
time, the firm having closed up its affairs, 
he devoted himself to making investments. 
In 1864 he was retained by the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern and the.Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific railroads to acquire 
extensive right of way and depot facilities, 
and at the successful conclusion of this en- 
terprise he was elected a director and mem- 
ber of the executive committee of the Lake 
Shere road. 

ecomes Head of Northwestern. 


Eight years later came Mr. Keep's elec- 
tion as president of the Chicago and North- 
western and the beginning of his most im- 
portant work. He found the property poorly 
equipped. and maintained. In the fourteen 
years of his presidency it made rapid 
strides toward its present position. 

At the time of his death Mr. Keep wasa 
director in the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company, the Chicago Home for Incurables, 
and the John Crerar library: He also held di- 


*rectorates in several of the subsidiary com- 


panies of the Chicago and Northwestern 
system in addition to his directorate in the 
main corporation. 

He was a member of the Second Presby- 
terian church and of the Chicago and Calu- 
met clubs. He had a summer home at 
Lake Geneva.

After’ Two Years of Freedom, in 
Which he Married, Worked Hard, 
and Tried te Forget Past, Member 
of Lake Shore Gang Must Serve 
Twelve Years Uniess Paroled—Gov-~- 
ermor,; After Hearing Story, Be- 
ieves Relief Should Be Given. 


Jackson, Mich., May 12.—After two years 
or freedom, during which he tried to atone 
for past misdeeds by hard work and decent 
living, John Allison, member of the notorious 
Lake Shore gang, who was sentenced to 
seventeen years in prison for participation 
in the Richland (Mich) Dank robbery and es- 
caped in 1904, is back in the Jackson peni-

Allison’s wife, whom he married during his 
two years of freedom, stands by him in his 
recapture and has come to this city that 
she may be near her husband and work for 
his release. Twice a month she is allowed te 
visit him in his prison. 
Gang Terrorizes District. 

The Lake Shore gang spread terror through 
southern Michigan and ‘northern Ohio and 
Indiana in 1898 by their robberies. In 1890 
Allison and three other members of the gang, 
Peverett, Slater, and Spellman, were cap- 
tured and convicted of robbing the Richland 
(Mich.) bank. Allison was given a seventeen 
year sentence and sent to the prison here. 
Peverett was transferred for unruly conduct 
to the northern prison at Marquette. In 
1904 the other three men, while repairs were 
being made, succeeded in escaping. 

Allison made his way to Illinois, forsook 
his former ways, took a new name, and went 
to work as a mechanic. He met Mrs. Wag- 
ner, a widow with four children, and married 
her. Months later, just before the birth of 
their baby, he told the story to his wife, who 
said that they would try to forget it and live 
down the old life.

ALTON BOY OF 15 A HERO. 


SWIMS 200 FEET IN RIVER WITH 
SISTER, WHOM HE SAVED. | 


Roy Schreiner, Son of Former City 
Marshal, Hears. Girl's Shriek and 
Planges Into Water to Rescue—-Is 

- Compelied to Dive to Bottom of 
Stream to Reach Unconscious Child 
—Two Drown in Mississippi River 
at La Crosse. : 


Alton, III., May 12.—{Special. Holding 
with one hand his unconscious sister, Alice, 
11 years old, Roy Schreiner, 15 years old, of 
East Alton yesterday afternoon swam 200 
feet in Wood river, saving the girl's life. 
He reached the shore exhausted, and fell 
gasping at the side of the prostrate girl. 

With her brother, John, 7 years old, she 
Was seated on a log in the middle of the 
stream, a mile from East Alton.

she was ill three weeks. Since her tliness 
she hes not been strong and euffered from 
severe headaches. She was employed as 
private secretary to Miss Anna Hayes, 265 
East Huron street, buyer for the Infants’ 
department of Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. 

The suicide evidently was carefully 
planned. Mies retired to her room 
in apparently good epirits at II o'clock 
Saturday night. At 4 o'clock Frank Heid- 
brink, 133 Welle street, who was staying in 
the house, was awakened by the odor of gas. 
He found that the gas came from Miss 
Brough's room. Upon bursting in the door 
he found the girl lying on a bed with a ga 
fet turned om 


Tied and. Locked Door. 

She had carefully filled in cracks about the 
door and had tied it shut after locking it. 
Dr. Frank W. Lambdin, 241 North Clark 
street, who was called, said the girl had been 
dead several hours. No letters or notes ex- 
plaining the cause for the suicide were found. 

Miss Brough was a member of St. James’ 
Episcopal church, Cass and Huron street, 
and conducted a class in the Sunday school. 
The Rev. James S. Stone, rector of St. James’, 
said she entered the church three years ago 
and was well Uked by her friends and girl 
companions in the church. 


Thief Tries to Die in Cell. 

Because he did not wish to have his friends 
and relatives know he had become a thief, 
Thomas Root, 27 years old, 206 West Eigh- 
teenth street an electrician, attempted three 
times to commit suicide in his cell in the 
Maxwell street station. He will recover. 
Root severed arteries in each wrist, and, With 
an ordinary pin, had tortured himself by 
pricking his throat.

PATHETIC VIGIL. 


All Day Leng and Late Into Night It

DAMAND $200; FIRE HOUSE 


UNENOWN MEN TRY TO BUBN 
ITALIANS’ RESIDENCE. 


Detectives See Blaze, Arouse Occu- 
pants, and Extinguish Flames— 
Find Mattress Saturated with Kero- 
sene—Owner Receives Threat to 
Pay Money or Suffer Penalty—Lives 
Opposite Grocer Whose Building 
Was Dynamited. 


An attempt to set fire to the house of Peter 
Ressco, T7 Milton avenue, was made early 
this morning. Two weeks ago Ressco re- 
celved a letter demanding $200. 

Ressco lives across the street from John 
Mancuso, a grocer, whose house was dyna- 
mited several weeks ago after Mancuso had 
refused to place a sum of money in a vacant 
lot as directed in threatening letters. 

Two detectives who were guarding Man- 
cuso’s house for fear of another attempt 
upon the lives of the owner and his family 
saw the flames at the rear of Ressco's resi- 
dence. They aroused occupants of the build- 
ing and extinguished the fire. 


Mattress Soaked with Kerosene. 

It was found that a mattress under the 
rear porch of the house had been saturated 
with kerogene and then ignited. Ressco said 
he had heard two men at the rear of his house 
a short time before, but that he had paid 
no attention to them. He also told the de- 
tectives of the letters he had received two 
weeks ago. 

Ressco said the letters were similar to 
those received by Mancuso, and that they 
demanded that he deposit $200 in a place 
designated. They warned him not to con- 
sult any one relative to the threat and to do 
exactly as he was told. His life was threat- 
ened if he did not comply with the demand 

The rear porch of Mancuso’s house was 
destroyed by a blast, after he had received 
repeated warnings that he was to place a sum 
of money in a tin can in a vacant lot in Milton 
avenue. He refused, consulted a friend, and 
then informed the’ police. 


Police Watch; Find No One. 

The letters received by Mancuso ordered 
him to signify his willingness to pay the 
money by Placing a newspaper in a corner 
of his store window. He complied and 
placed a dummy roll in the vacant lot. The 
police watched the place, but never saw any 
one approach it. 

While Mancuso believed the threats were 
made in earnest, others in the Italian colony 


| and the police, for a time, believed he was 


being made the victim of a joke and that a 
big firecracker had been discharged near 
his house. 


MANY CARS RUN IN FRISCO; 
LITTLE DISORDER EVIDENT. 


Governor’s Announcement Evidently 
Has Effect on Friends of the Striking 
Street Railway Men. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 12.—Fifty street 
cars were operated today over two of the 
twenty odd lines composing the United Rail- 
roads system. For the first time since the 
commencement of the strike last Sunday 
cars were run to the ferries. About 20,000 
passengers, a majority of them women, pat- 
ronized tho service. 

There was little disorder in comparison 
with the five days previous. Thousands of 
persons evidently regarded the published in- 
junctions and private warnings and re- 
rnained indoors, for the Sunday crowds were 
much smaller than usual. 

Unquestionably the firm stand taken by 
Gov. Gillett when he announced through 
this morning’s press that he would judge 
the San Francisco situation by the acts 
of the people and would not hesitate a 
moment to call out the militia if rioting 
should be continued, had a sobering effect. 

Five hundred police guarded the streets 
through which the fifty cars were run, but 
they had little to do. Isolated instances of 
misconduct on the part of individual police- 
men were noted, but on the whole the five- 
gevenths of the entire force of the depart- 
ment gave adequate protection to the two 
lines that were in operation.

The managers of the home sent a letter to 
the judge asking him to present his evidence 
of anything derogatory to the home—if he 
‘had any. . They suggested a committee of 
five on investigation, two to be appointed by 
the judge, two to be appointed by the board, 
and the fifth to be nominated by the four. 

Meanwhile it would not be surprising if the 
Y. W. C. A. home should have as a rival 
institution in this city something that really 
will be a Christian home for young women— 
as understood by Judge Going. 

Officers of the Young Men's Christian asso- 
clation said there was a splendid opening in 
Chicago for a real Christian home for young 
women such as exist in New York and a 
number of other cities. 


Letter Sent to Judge sites! 

When the managers of the T. W. C. A. home 
read the published reports of Judge Going’s 
speech they thought of a libel suit, but were 
advised against newspaper controversy. 
Late in the evening, after considerable delib- 
eration, they, sent the following letter to 
Judge Going: 

Judson F. Going, judge of Municipal court, 
Harrison police station: 

Dear Sir: The morning papers report you as hav- 
ing stated in an address before the alumne of the 
University of Illinois at the Saratoga hotel Satur- 
day night, May 11: 

Don't let your daughters or the daughters of 
your friends go there |meaning the home of the 
Young Women’s Christian association of Chicago]. 
It is not the place for them, and I have the 
evidence to prove it.” -

You are also reported as having said that a4 
project should be started in Chicago for providing 
working girls of the city with a real home, where 
they should be treated as they are treated in their 
humble but well protected homes in the country. 


Demand Is Made for Proof. ‘ 
You are respectfully invited to present any evi- 
dence that you may have that the Young Women’s 
Christian association at 288 Michigan avenue is not 
a proper place for young woman to come or to 
live. You also are requested to submit any evi- 
dence that you may have that the women in charge 
of this home are ‘‘ masquerading in the name of 
Christianity and use the name only for business. 
All the facilities and reports of this institution 
are open to your inspection and in order that the 
public mind may receive a correct impression as 
to the character of the institution, we suggest that 
you appoint two investigators, the women of the 
association shall appoint two, and the fifth shall 
be appointed by the four. 


We respectfully await your reply and earnestly + 


hope that you may see fit to join with us in either 
a correction of the errors which you have charged 
against the institution, or toa public acknowledge- 
ment on your part that you have been III advised 
as to the charges which you have seen fit to make 
in a public manner.

BOARD OF MANAGERS YOUNG WOMEN’S 

CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION. 


Tells Reasons for Criticism. 


“There is a misapprehension on the part 


of the managers of the home, said Judge 


Going. ‘I did not mean the institution was 
not morally all that it should be. I object to 
it as a boarding house, pure and simple, 
when it pretends to be a Christian home. It 
is not even as commendable, perhaps, as 
some other boarding houses, because it is in 
a public place. 

Complaints have been made to me about 
the home—complaints of overcharges and, in 
one instance, of a trunk belonging to a young 
woman that was withheld I don’t care to 
give details. 

What is wanted in this city is a real 
Christian home, or several of them, for work- 
ing women—breadwinners—where tab will be 
kept on the girls that will prevent them from 
getting into trouble, and will look after them 
if they do get into trouble. But I meant no 
offense to the T. W. C. A. home, and don’t 
want to do it an injustice or injury.“ 


Reply by Superintendent. 


“Keep tab on the giris!“ said Supt. Mrs. 
Emma Davidson. That's all well enough 
for the judge to say, but these are business 
women, many of them. We can't take them 
to task for everything that happene outside 
the home. They’d resent it and it would not 
be a home. 

We can’t spy on them when they meet 
young men in the parior. We watch them 
carefully in the home, we give them medical 
attention, we furnish them employment 
through our bureaus, Judge Going doesn't 
know what he is talking about and will have 
to prove his statements. We have helped 
many girls who were not able to pay a 
cent.“ 

The young women living at the T. W. C. 4. 
home adopted resolutions in the evening com- 
mending the management of the home. 

It appears that the Y. W. C. A. home is an 
independent institution and not identified in 
any way with the national body. It is said 
the reason is that some of the board of man- 
agers do not belong to orthodox churches, 
which is a requirement by the national board 
of the T. W. C. A. 

General Secretary L. W. Messer of the . 
M. C. A. in Chicago long has been in favor 
of a Christian home here for young women 
that will correspond with the T. M. C. A. He 
was not in the city last night.

Woman problem as Seen in the News of the Day. 


ls a Wife Legally Guilty if 
ObeyingHusband’sOrders? 


To love, honor, and obey.“ Do these time 
honored words of the marriage ceremony jus- 
tify a woman in breaking the law when her 
husband bids her to? This is a question which 
has been decideddn the affirmative by Judge 
Taylor of St. is and on which Chicago 
judges were called upon yesterday to give an 
opinion, Apparently the marriage ceremony 


des not make so great an impression upon 
Ghicago husbands as it does in St. Louis, for 


the judges interrogated were unanimous in 
stating that the pledge at the altar will not 
acquit a woman of guilt. 

Judge Fake characterized the idea as ab- 
surd, but admitted that he would feel some 
inclination to be lenient to a woman who 
had committed a misdemeanor at the bid- 
ding of her husband. 

“It is absurd, he said, to imagine that 
the marriage ceremony could have any ef- 
fect upon a misdemeanor committed subse- 
quently at her husband's command or any 
one else. The woman would be guilty and 
so would the man as accessory before the 
However, I would have to know all 
the circumstances and could understand how 
the woman’s case might be one to be treated 
leniently.” 

Judge Going also refused to sanction the 
decision of the St. Louis jurist, although he 


admitted that perhaps they might do things 
; Ewen, 


differently in Missouri.

Whatever the laws may be upon the sub- 
ject, the women themeelves believe that the 
word ober never was intended to go fur- 
ther than in family matters 

“No matter what the statutes may say 
upon the subject, there is a higher law to be 


considered,” said Mrs. Herman Falkenstein, 


a settlement worker. Obedience to a hus- 
band in no case should go so far as to result 
in a violation of the law. I don’t know what 
may have led a judge to make such a ruling, 
but I am sure that there is no excuse at all 
for a husband ordering à woman to break 
the law or for her to carry out his inetruo- 


tions.” .

Cornelia De Bey, a member of the boar 
eee declared that the order of the 
husband to commit a misdemeanor not only 
was no cause for discharging her but made 
the crime even more serious. 

„% The woman who violates the law because 
her husband tells her to is doubly guilty, 
said Dr. De Bey. When one enters into a 
partnership one incurs & double responsi- 
bility. A woman, therefore, is in a way re- 
sponsible for her husband's misdeeds as well 
as her own, and if the husband proposes a 
misdeed it is her duty to exert all her powers 
to prevent its accomplishment. 


Should a Man Lie to 
Protect a Voman's Honor? 


The delicate ethical point as to whether 
perjury on the part of a man is a grave of- 
fense when the honor of a woman is con- 
cerned was discussed. yesterday by Chicago 
judges with conflicting views. The point 
was raised in a decision by Judge McEwen 
in a divorce case when he refused to admit 
the testimony of a man who swore to having 
seduced the woman respondent. - 

It is not the letter but the spirit of the 
law which matters, said Judge MeEwen in 
discussing his decision. ‘“The man who would 
betray the confidence of a woman is beneath 
contempt. In my opinion there are occasions 
when it is an unpardonable offense, and I be- 
lieve this is one of those occasions. The men 
who will voluntarily go upon the witness 
stand and testify concerning their relations 
with a woman have no character to speak of 
andare unworthy of the least credit. I would 
not believe them upon oath and would place 
no reliance upon their testimony.” 

— 


A different view was taken of the matter 
by Judge Cleland,. to whom the letter of the 
law is inviolable, and a lie, be it perjury or not, 
under no circumstances is to be condoned. 
Judge Cleland’s answer to his brother judge’s 
opinion was such as might have been given 
by a Puritan to a.cavalier of Charles II. 

„ am obliged to differ with Judge Me- 
eald Judge Cleland. ‘“‘I can con- 
ceive of no circumstance under which a lie 
is justifiable. The truth is above all else, and 
the man who deliberately states a falsehood 
is guilty beyond any question of doubt, no 
matter for what end he has lied or however 
disastrous the consequences may be to him- 
self or others should he tell the truth. If 
the man had not been guilty in the first in- 
stance of relations with the woman he would 
never have been called upen to perjure him- 
self or to tell the truth. The judge must obey 
the law, which is inexorable, and not his own 
sentiments.” 

— 


The judge and the man had a serſous con- 
flict with Judge Fake. Asa judge he could 
see but one course. The law must be upheld 
and the truth told, be the result what it may. 
Conséquently, as 4 judge he declared that the 
case should be judged purely on the evidence. 
As a man, however, he had a different opinion. 

„The judge can only act according to the 


evidence presented to him,“ said Judge Fake. 


„He could not possibly encourage under any 
circumstances such acrimeasperjury. How- 
ever, the man who could deliberately betray 
a woman’s confidence and swear away her 
honor is a: scoundrel. It is the two horns of 
a dilemma, and each man in such a ease 
must decide for himself which he considers 
the greater crime.” i

a Woman than a Man? 


If there la anything lacking in the mental 
makeup of woman which prevents her from 
having that subtle but desirable quality, a 
judicial temperament,’’ there are few per- 
sons in Chicago who will admit it. The as- 
sertion of a litigant who appeared before 
Justice Catharine Waugh McCulloch upon 
her assumption of the duties of office on Sat- 
urday that a woman couldmt be con- 
vinced,” and that arguments ta woman 
were of no use,” caused this question to 
come up. 

No less a person than Chief Justice Harry 
Olson of the Municipal court came to the 
defense of women yesterday when he de- 
clared that there was no foundation for such 
a charge against the feminine mind. 

“There is nothing to prevent a woman 
from being a geod justice of the peace,” said 
Judge Olson. She applies herself more 
than a man does. I have never heard of any 
differences in the physical construction of the 
brain of a man and a woman which would 
prevent the latter from attaining the heights 
that her brother does.”

The minister’s wife called 
upon her father-in-law at his residence, 522 
West Sixty-first street, yesterday, to learn 
if there had been any new developments The 
elder Baynes said that the woman bears no 
ill feeling against her recreant husband, and 
would welcome him back with open arma. 

Wo are as much in the dark as any one,” 
the father said. Margaret was Harry's 
private cecretary, but I never noticed any 
particular attachment between them. I don't 
see how Mrs. Martin comes to the conclusion 
that they are together. We believe Harry 
is dead.

PARIS, May 12.—At least 100,000 inhabi- 
tants of the midi met at Beziers. today to 
protest against the lamentable state into 
which the wine industry has fallen. Beg 
ning Saturday evening the roads were crow, 
ed with people en route to the meeting place, 
and special traine were run carrying attend- 
antes at half rates. 
As examples of the interest shown, Cape 
stang with 6,000 Inhabitants sent a delegation 
of 4,600, and Argelliers sent 1,000. Residents 


‘of many villages went en masse. No special 


police service was needed, as the manifes- 
tation was entirely peaceable. It was due 
to sufferings in the Aude Herault and Card 
departments, which subsist entirely upon 
viticulture and which are unable to sell their 
Wines. 

For this state of affairs they blame the 
government for allowing sugar to be used 
both for making artificial wines and for get- 
ting a second and sometimes a third brew 
from grapes after the true wine is withdrawn. 
In its effort to get the government to restrict 
the use of sugar the midi antagonizes the 
best growers of the north, whose parlia- 
mentary influence hitherto has proved the 
stronger.

Tur Turnoumm is in sympathy with Mr. 
Mansure’s protest against the proposed 
boulevard on stilts between the north and 
south sides. Since the world began no 
such monstrosity was ever heard of. The 
scheme is unworthy of the Commercial 
club or of the distraught architects that 
gave birth to it. It would destroy Michi- 
gan avenue north of Randolph street and 
make it for all purposes, whether of 
business or pleasure, far worse than it is 
at present.

In order to fill Out, the measure of folly 
of this scheme it is proposed to condemn 
half of the rear part of the buildings on 
the eastern side of -Michigan avenue. 
This would involve expense al equal 
to that of condemning the front half of 
those buildings, and would confer no bene- 


fits upon the public or adjacent property. 


This scheme, devised by representatives 
of the Commercia! club, is ill timed, ill 
pn visionary, and inadequate. It 
looks like a job and not like a sincere 
effort to accommodate the residents of the 
north and south sides. 

We hope the mayor and council will | 
have nothing to do with either of these 
projects, and that both of them will be 
kicked out of court unceremoniously. 
There is only one thing to be done in 
connection with the proposed driveway 
between the north and south sides, and 
that is to widen Michigan avenue north of 
Randolph street. Half of the buildings 
on the eastern side of the avenue should 
be removed. Then the remaining half 
would be worth more than the whole ‘s 
now. Besides, the abutting property on 
the west side of the avenue would be im- 
mensely benefited. _ Ultimately all the 
wholesale business would move away and 
Michigan avenue would be obstructed only 
by the east and west traffic to and from 
the. freighthouses east of the railroad 
tracks. It would be entirely feasible to 
exclude heavy teaming. from all parts of 
Michigan avenue. 

The proposed outer harbor,” with ite’ 
slips and wharves, is another job. It is 
not founded in reason. It wonld choke 
up Michigan avenue and deprive the resi- 
dents of the north and south sides of any 
useful thoroughfare... If carried far 
enough it would make the lake front a 
‘| public nuisance ifstead of the pleasure 
‘| ground it is intended to be. We do not 
believe that Gov. Deneen is committed to 
any guch project: If he has been. led by 
misrepresentations to consider it favorably 
he Will. on reflection, correct and amend 
his Opinions and take a more reasonable 
view ot the subject. 


DEMAND FOR BETTER RAILS. 

The frequency with which railroad ac- 
cidents ate laid to broken and defective 
rails has derm noted by many. It has 
now become a matter of controversy be- 
tween leading Tailroad men and the rep- 
resentatives of the steel interests. The 
discussion is likely to have good results to 
the traveling pu in the improvement 
of the roadbed equipment. 

The report of thé director of mainte 
nance and operation on the Harriman lines 
that 449 rails had been broken during the 
month of February of the present year, 
179 of them being 90 pound rails which 
‘had been in use less than half a yvar, has 
been used as an illustration of the con- 
ditions. The director made inquiries of 
similar officials of other roads and found 
that they had had much the same experi- 
ence. Besides this specific report there 
have been many complaints from all parts 
of the country to the same general effect. 
It is suggested that as the rails furnished 
by the steel corporation have been of 
faulty construction some of the losses 
should be borne by it. 

The reply is that the railroads have re- 
ceived just what they have ordered, the 
contracts being specific regarding the per- 
centage of phosphorus and-carbon and the 
standard of tensile strength. The rails 
are made under the direct supervision of 
the railroad inspectors, who test the 
product before its delivery to the com- 
panies. For that reason the steel corpora- 
tion’s agents decline to assume the re- 
sponsibility which the railroads are trying 
to place upon them. 

Instead, they say that heavier rails are 
needed. A few years ago the heaviest

Even 
if such billboards front on a park and 
flaunt their obnoxious advertisements in 
the faces of those who seek the city’s 
open spaces for rest and reinvigoration, 
there is little chance for relief except 
through appeal to the public spirit of the 
land owner. : 

It is now proposed to resort to taxation 
as a possible method of abating the 
nuisance. The assembly bill mentioned 
provides that any object the surface of 
which is used for the display of advertis- 
ing matter shall be taxed at the rate of 
12 cents for each square foot utilized for 
such purpose, except that permanent signs 
painted in oil shall be taxed 8 cents a 
square foot. Signs not more than eight 
feet in either direction are to be exempt 
from taxation. Where a rock, tree,_or 
other ‘object of nature is used for adver- 
tising purposes the owner must pay the 
highest rate and also $5 a year additional. 

The amendment to the ordinances of the 
city deals with large signs on the tops of 


above the front wall or cornice and re- 
quiring a tax of 25 cents a square foot. 
For fences and billboards there is to be an 
advertising fee. of 2 cents ‘a square foot. 
These fees are small in amount, but in the 
aggregate will amount to a large sum, and 
it is believed that their adoption would re- 
sult in a material reduction in the size of 
the signs. 

The opinion of leading lawyers is that 
such a plan of taxation for billboards is 
constitutional and that the proposed meas- 
ure will stand the testa of the courts. If 
anything can be done to lessen a nuisance 
jwhich has deen steadily - increasing 
throughout the country in recent years It 
will be a good thing. The propositions 
mentioned are not aimed at the elimina- 
tion of outdoor advertising by means of 
large billboards, but those who advocate 
them believe that two improvements will 
come, one in the reduction of the size of 
the boards and the other in the creation of 
a tendency to appeal to the public by 
more attractive advertisements.

Prince Louis, who, like his brothers, has re- 
ceived his military training in Austria and 
holds a commission as officer of cavalry in 
the army of Emperor Francis Joseph, saw 
active service in the Boer war. Under the 
name of Louis de Merey he accompanied 
the late Col. de Villebois-Mareuil and a num- 
ber of other titled Frenchmen to South 
Africa and fought under the Boer flag 
throughout the greater part of the wer 
against the English, achieving no little dis- 
tinction as an officer of artillery. 

On several occasions he narrowly escaped 
capture and it is a matter of speculation as 
to just what attitude Queen Victoria and 
afterwards King Edward would have 48 
sumed with regard to him had he been taken 
prisoner. For he is nearly related to them, 
and when, after the overthrow of King Louis 
Philippe of France, the latter sought refuge 
with his family in England, his son, the duc 
de Nemours, and his grandson, the comte 
A Eu, that is to say, the grandfather and 
father of the Brazilian pretender, had an 
English palace, or rather crown residence, 
known as Bushey house, placed at their dis- 
posal by Queen Victoria. The duc de 
Nemours was allowed to retain it until his 
death, more than forty years afterwards, 
the place and grounds all that time being 
maintained in repair for him, his children 
and his grandchildren, at the expense of the 
English government and of the English tax- 
payers. 

The prince hag been on more than one occa- 
sion reported to be about to become engaged 
to one of the princesses of the house of Haps- 
burg. But Emperor Francis Joseph is said 
to frown on the idea of an alllance between a 
member of his family to a prince who is a 
pretender, least of all to a throne situated 
in that western hemisphere where his 
brother, Emperor Maximilian, met with so 
tragic a death on the plains of Queretaro. 

— 


Lord Overtoun, who has just been appointed 
lord lieutenant of Dumbartonshire in the 
place of the late Sir James Colquhoun of 
Luss, is, in spite of his title, a self-made man, 
and his nomination to the highest office in 
the county by the present government is 
certain to cause keen resentment among all 
those proud old Scottish chieftains and lairds 
of ancient lineage in that part of Scotland, 
as well as to irritate the king’s sister, the 
Princess Louise, duchess of Argyll, who has 
had all sorts of bitter quarrels with Lord 
Overtoun on the subject of his opposition to 
grant a license for the sale of liquor at the 
Roseneath Ferry inn, which belongs to the 
princess, and which is leased to one of her old 
servants, who had been tn her employ for 
many years as butler. 

Lord Overtoun, formerly Mr. Campbell 
White, derives his fortune from the manu- 
facture of what is commercially known in 
the united kingdom as turkey red, and re- 
ceived his peerage for the financial support 
which he gave to the Gladstone administra- 
tion. He entertains strongly developed evan- 
gelistic views. For years past he has 
preached both under cover and at the street 
corners of Glasgow, and has instituted what 
is known as the noonday prayer meeting in 
that city, which he presides overevery day. 

Not content with bossing the evangelical 
Free Kirk folk, he has on several occasions 
addressed species of pastorals to all the 
clergy and ministers of the Presbyterian and 
Episcopal denominations, and even to those 
of the Roman Catholic church of Scotland, 
in which he explains that a new testament, 
with all those passages specially marked 
which show plainly the way of salvation, has 
been found useful in inducing the careless to 
read the bible,“ and begging the reverend 
addressee’s acceptance of a copy of this 
marked testament, with all the peer’s favor- 
ite texts underlined, the volume being bound, 
of course, in turkey red, and adorned with 
a huge gilt coronet. It has naturally excited 
comment in this connection that Lord Over- 
toun should not have thought any verse in 
the sermon on the mount or in the Lord’s 
prayer worth underlining or marking. 

— 

Lord Overtoun has no children, and at his 
death his business, and I presume his fortune, 
will go to his nephews and nieces, the chil- 
dren of his sister, while his peerage will be- 
come extinct. 

He is altogether unknown in London society, 
and, for the matter of that, sees little of the 
aristocracy of Scotland, the principal guests 
of hie brand new castle of Overtoun, which 
stands on a magnificent ridge of hills above 
the historic town of Dumbarton, and over- 
looking the Clyde, being missionaries and 
evangelists and members of the Young Men's 
Christian association. 

He is the patron and financial backer of that 
John McNeil who, after starting out in life 
as a railroad porter, became minister of the 
Regent Square Presbyterian church in Lon- 
don, and then resigned his pulpit there to 


start as mission preacher with D. L. Moody 


and to undertake evangelistic work of an 
itinerant character all over the world at the 
expense of Lord Overtoun. 

Needilese to add that Lord Overtoun ig one 
of the pillars of the temperance movement in 
Scotland, and that his objections to the grant- 
ing of a liquor license to the royal duchess 

of Argyil’s butler, which originated his feud 
1 Bg that princess, were due to principles 
rather than to considerations of policy, which 
influenced that grand old Highland chieftain, 
the late Sir Robert Menzies, in such matters. 

Sir Robert, in presiding over the licensing 
court for the county of Perth, refused on one 
occasion to renew a license for the sale of 
liquor to one of his own tenants on the ground 
— the man kept his—that is, Sir Robert's—

Wainwright has a railroad franchise which 
he wishes to obtain through bought legisla- 
tion, and he schemes with Horrigan, the 
political boss of the city, to accomplish 
the putting through of the needed measure. 
They have to have a man for candidate for 
mayor who will win public confidence and 
yet whom they can use. They pick out Ben- 
nett as the suitable fellow, and he takes the 
Offer, since it will give him a chance to prove 
to Dallas that he really is worth something. 
He ia elected mayor, and when the railroad 
bill comes to him for signature after having 
been passed by the city council he vetoes 
it, and this despite the threats of Horrigan 
and Wainwright, despite the fact that Dallas 
is made to doubt his motives, and despite 
threats of exposure of the discovered dis- 
honesty of his father while contractor for 
the city. The thieving bill is prevented from 
passing, and of course Bennett wins both 
Dallas and the approval of the public whose 
rights he has protected. 

There is strong material in the play, many 
ringing, rousing speeches, and many blunt, 
unpleasant \truths told concerning our pres- 
ent day municipal life and financial condi- 
tions, which unfortunately are truths and 
which last night won rousing approval from 
the audience. There also is abundance of 
good, bright humor and many effective 
touches of sentiment.

The role of the mayor is played by Orrin 
Johnson, and the young actor has done noth- 
ing here of late years which in anywise has 
approached in excellence his presentment of 
this part. He suggests in the first act the 
boyish, careless, happy idleness of the youth, 
and then as the acts progress shows the set- 
tling and deepening of the man’s nature. 
His positive scenes are played with a quiet 
intensity and. repressed force which make 
them decidedly telling. His love making 
is admirably done, being kept free from all 
touch of gush or effeminacy and being 
caused to ring true, and his scene with his 
mother, im which he confesses to her the 
discovery of his father’s dishonesty—a scene 
of much difficulty—is acted with just the right 
blend of tenderness, hesitancy, and manly 
strength. In appearance, bearing, speech, 
and temperamental powers Mr. Johnson was 
uncommonly satisfying.

Boise, Idaho, May 12.— The summoning of 
the special venire of talesmen in the Hay- 
wood case will be completed tomorrow, and 
the 100 men who have been called will pre- 
sent themselves in Judge Wood's court at 2 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon.

NEW PETITION BY CAR MEN. 


They Ask City Railway for Specific 
Answers to Their List of ? 
Demands. 


Dissatisfied with the flat refusal of the 
Chicago City railway company to grant their 
wage demands, a committee of car employés 
will call on President T. E. Mitten today with 
a new petition. They will ask that a spe- 
cific ’’ answer to each point in their demands 
be given by the company. 

President ‘Mitten would not indicate yes- 
terday whether he will consent to further 
negotiations with the employés. It is 
thought he will receive the committee and 
listen again to its arguments, but it is said 
that the probability, of the company making 
any additional concessions beyond the 7 per 
cent increase already proposed is slight.

BIG STRIDES ARE MADE W

Pit Trade Assumes Enormous Propor- 
tions, with Outside Element in Com- 
plete Control of the Situation — 
Scenes on Exchange Floor Most Ex- 
citing Since Memorable Leiter Cam- 
paign—Fear tor Crops Increases— 
Coarse Grains and Provisions Firm. 


Developments in the wheat market last 
week indicated that the whole country has 
gone bull mad. The cry of dollar wheat, 
bashfully suggested a few weeks ago, be- 
came a deafening roar, and the feadiness 
with which values responded to the .enor- 
mous buying—buying that became more vo- 
luminous as the market advanced—gave big 
stimulant to the freely expressed confidence 
of many that the breadstuff was headed for 
a much higher level than 100 cents a bushel. 

The spirit of wild bullishness not only seized 
the trade on this side of the Atlantic but 
became the dominant factor in all of the 
leading markets of Europe, thus giving basis 
to the cry that the whoie speculative world 
has gone bull mad. The public element, so 
long indifferent to the grain markets, as- 
sumed complete control of the situation in 
the pits, the efforts of the most pretentious 
professionals appearing insignificant in com- 
Parison with its doings. The Friday and 
Saturday sessions in the local pit were char- 
acterized by excitement and activity seldom 
if ever equaled in the history of board of 
trade transactions. In thé memory of some 
of the oldest floor traders greater business

Government Report Explodes Bomb. 


The first four sessions of the week were 
marked by a strong undertone, but business 
was held down by the pending government 
report on the condition and abandoned acre- 
age of winter wheat. The general feeling 
had been.that the bullishness of the state- 
ment would be discounted, and, so far as the 
condition was concerned—82.9—the,bears de- 
elared that the situation was not as serious 
as the trade had been led to believe. But 
when it was announced that 3,533,000 acres 
oft the area sown last fall had been aban- 
doned the bull bomb exploded. Based upon 
the figures handed out by the department 
at Washington, a winter wheat yield of 
100,000,000 bu less than the 1906 outturn was 
indicated. The report was based upon cor- 
respondence received up to May 1, since 
which time, according to reports from all 
directions, the destructive ‘‘ green bug has 
made marked advancement in its work of 
devastation, and many fields heve been 
plowed up because of the hopeless prospects. 


} The freakish weather since the first of the 


month also has worked further injury to the 
plant in the ground, and, to use the words 
of a bull, “ thedactual damage now is con- 
siderably greater than that suggested by 
the government’s report, and there still re- 
mains time for much more serious setbacks.” 


Six Cent Rise in Two Days. 


The bull hurricane was at its height at the 
close on Saturday, when the July was shot 
up to 91%c, the September to 93%c, and the 
December to 95c. These quotations repre- 
sented net gains of 7%@8%c, compared to 
the final prices of the Saturday before. A 
rise of about 3c on Friday, it was thought 
by the bears, would result in a reaction on 
Saturday, but, despite enormous realizing for 
the handsome profits at hand, the market 
added a sHade more than 3c to the sensational. 
advance. ‘Commission houses were over- 
burdened with buying order:, which came 
from all over the country. The wires were 
kept so hot with orders that much market 
news was sidetracked or lost sight of en- 
tirely. The commission concerns found 
themselves unable to keep pace with their 
regular brokers, being compelled to bring 
into activity all the “‘ surplus ’’ traders they 
could get. In many instances the business 
was too heavy to handle even with the aug- 
mented forces in the pit. 

The general order that came off the wires 
was to buy at the market,“ price limits 
not being specified. Indivicuality of dealings 
in the pit were lost sight of in the enormous 
buying, although it is said that some of the 
big concerns did more than 10,000,000 bu each 
in the wild sessions. Tothe market observer 
the public has been the big winner up to 
date, although some of the leading profes- 
sional operators are said to have added ma- 
tertally to their bank accounis. Some trad- 
ers in the southwest, who had bought wheat 
on all soft spots for weeks on the conditions 
in the winter wheat country, are mentioned 
among the biggest winners. Easterners who 
are in the habit of devoting speculative at- 
tention to stocks are now deeply interested 
in the wheat market, it being said that sev- 
eral of the spectacular figures in Wall street 
are banking on the wheat market develop- 
ments to recoup enormous losses in stocks. 


World Situation is Bullish. 


“The general world situation is as bullign 
now as it ever before has been,” said a board 
of trade man. Aside from the bullish win- 
ter wheat situation, conditions in the domes- 
tic and Canadian spring wheat sections are 
most promising, a much reduced seeded area 
being a certainty. All Europe is fearful for 
its own crops, advices on which are becoming 
more alarming every day. The extreme, 
coldness has worked vast damage to that 
continent’s winter wheat, and the spring 
wheat situation in Russia unquestionably is 
bad as a result of hot and dry weather. The 
general trade is paying practically no atten- 
tion to the continued liberal domestic move- 
ment, nor to the heavy visible supply, but 
the bears continue to harp on these factors 
quite as strongly as heretofore.” 

Last year at this time May wheat sold at 
830, or 2½ over the July. Now the July is 

2½% over the May. The July now is 10%c 
higher than it was a year ago, and the Sep- 
tember shows a comparative advance of 
About %. 

Corn Overshadowed by Wheat Trade. 


Although quite active at times, the corn 
market was practically overshadowed by the 
developments in wheat. Early in the week 
prices ruled easy on generally reported more 
favorable conditions for planting, but sellers 
plainly showed uneasiness over the steady run 
of frost advices from important sections of 
the belt. Still fearing that the May deal 
might bring them trouble, shorts showed 
a disposition to cover on all suggestions 
of weakness, their buying forming a good 
part of the general support. Receipts here 
were not large, farmers in many sections 
apparently not being disposed to sell freely 
at the prices offered. There were reports 
to the effect that Germany has been a big 
buyer of corn in this country for several 
weeks, but the business actually done was 
not made public. This report verified late 
in the week worked for increasing firmnesg. 
Final prices were 51\%c for May, 2c higher; 
51%c for July, 1%c stronger, and 51%c for 
September, 1%c firmer. 

Week Shows Gains for Oats. 


The oats market was robbed of much of its 
interest by the wild excitement in wheat, 
but the strength of the more important 
cereal had a goodeffectonit. Unseasonably 
cold weather was a tonic to the confidence 
of the bulls, and the uncasiness of bears was 
kept up by the continued steady stream of 
unfavorable crop reports from the south- 
west and other sections of the producing 
country. The heading longs in the market 
appeared to be against a further upturn 
at this time, selling on bulges sufficient- 
ly to offset much of the effect of a gen- 
eral support. It is said to be the purpose of 
these interests to make this market less 
attractive to the country shipper, thus hold- 
ing local stocks at low ebb. The general 
shipping demand for the cash grain was 
fair, but advances at the tables had the 
effect to frighten easterners, said to be 
low in stoeks, away from the tables. The 
week end quotations were ue for May, 

44%c for July, and zue for September, net 
gains of %c, 1%c, and Id lle respectively, 
as compared to the final quotations of the 
previous week. 

There was a pronounced revival of inter- 
est in the provision market last week, with 
an elevating level of prices. The invest- 
ment dema showed much more snap, par- 
ticularly that for lard, and shorts, who long 
have been counting on a general setback,

WHEAT RULING FACT FACTOR — 
IN STOCKS DURING WEEK. 


Next in Importance Is Announcement 
of Big Issue of Stock and Bonds by 
Union Pacific. 


The condition of the wheat crop was the 
ruling factor in the market for securities in 
the week just closed. Nex? in importance 
was the announcement of the Harriman 
directors recommending an authorized issue 
of $100,000,000 additional Union.Pacific com- 
mon stock, $75,000,000 4 per cent convertible 
bonds, and $36,000,000 new Southern Pacific 
preferred. 


The market received with poor grace the 
recommendation of the issuance of these 
securities. The price of Union Pacific com- 
mon moved off quickly. At the end of the 
week, however, a better sentiraent developed, 
and the stock responded to the change. 

Mr. Harriman takes no important step in 
financing or operation of the railroads:which 
he directs without giving the subject full 
consideration. And when Mr. Harriman 
thinks of a railroad problem he thinks with 
a master mind, as his upbullding of Union 
Pacific furnishes testimony. In ten years 
he made of a bankrupt corroration a con- 
cern with a.plethoric treasury and ability 
to pay 10 per cent on its common stock issue. 
It is not to be believed that the present plans 
for Union Pacific stook and bonds are any less 
wise than have been his other plans. ‘When 
he serves the stockholders’ best interests 
he serves his own, and he js not one who 
makes a failure of his railroad undertakings. 


Money Market. 


The money market shows little change. It 
is relatively easy, but its ease has not con- 
tributed to any advance in stocks. When 
it is recalled that securities were advanced 
in the face of a winter money market, run- 
ning above 30 per cent for call loans, it can be 
seen that there is not much bull sentiment 
in the market, although the country is run- 
ning into the easy money period. he 
crop reports have a disquieting effect. ut 
before much importance was attached to 
this feature of the situation the stock mar- 
ket developed lethargic tendencies. Specu- 
lative Wall street is not buHieh, and has 
fought the advance in Union Pacific. The 
public, as represented by western investors, 
has ceased to take much interest in prices, 
and the market remains dull, 


Bank Statement. 


The bank statement on Saturday showed a 
considerable loss in deposits and a decrease 
of $2,384,600 in cash. The favorable item 
was a.contraction in credits, amounting to 
$14,006,700. Another favorable feature not 
shown in the figures was the fact that there 
was a considerable increase in cash from the 


country. As a whole, however, the exhibit 
was not a favorable one.

NEW YORK, May 12.~The New York 
Times’ financial review tomorrow will say: 


According to the conviction of President 


G. M. Reynolds of the Continental National 
bank, Chicago, there has come about a re- 
versal of the relations whica have for years 
existed between the east and the west in 
financial affairs. 

“We are no longer dependent upon New 
Tork.“ he said. New York is dependent 
upon us. The recent panic in Wall street 
not affect us. Instead, we were glad of 
such a good opportunity to loan money in 
the east, as people in the west have more 
than they know what to do with. 

“During the slump our banks poured 
money into New York, ahd today nearly all 
the commercial paper which we hold, 
amounting to about $100,000,000, was made 
in the east. 


Natural Resources the Cause. 

All we know about a recession in business 
is what we read in eastern newspapers. There 
is not the slightest business reaction in Chica- 
o or anywhere in the west, and I have made 
special inquiries during the last thirty days 
from western people visiting Chicago and 
from banks throughout the west with whom 
we are doing business.” 

When asked to explain the financial inde- 
pendence of the west, Mr. Reynolds said: 

“The succession of good crops for several 
years and the high prices which farmers have 

en gétting for wheat, corn, oats, and cotton, 

ogether with the millions of dollars which 
have been put into circulation through the 
lumber industry and the many more millions 
which have been reatézed through the mining 
of copper, iron, and other minerals, a large 
percentage of which money has been saved 
in the banks—these.are the sources of wealth 
which make ‘the westerner independent. 


Care Nothing for Little Flurries. 


When it is recalled that the wheat crop 
of. 1900 was worth over $490,000,000, that the 
oats was worth over $800,000,000, and the 

corn worth over 81. 100, 000,000, that the west 
produced nearly all of this vast wealth, be- 
sides billions of feet of lumber valued at 
more than $500,000,000, and in addition to this 
the treasures’ of the earth, why should we 
not be independent of little — among 
your skyscrapers?’
